WAITING FOR A FORTUNE, 


Mr. Lynch, of New York, tn Search of 
Several Million Doliars. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New YORK, July 17.—A wealthy property 
owner of Williamsburg, Mg Martin Lynch,of 
220 North Sixth street, is ow awaiting ad- 
vices from France which M6 @xpects will 
make him heir to property there'the value of 
which is reckoned in the millions. The 
property belonged to James Duniap, his 
wife’s uncle, who was born in Galway, Ire- 
land, in 1770, but who, whena young man, 
left that country and settled in St. Remy, 
France. He became a wine-grower and 
amassed an immense forturie. He had never 
married, but he had not kept up any corre- 
spondence with the other members of his 
family. About ten years ago ason of Mr. 


Lynch while talking with a tenant who had 
come from England, told him about his 
mother’s uncle, and was surprised to hear 
the man say he recollected ving read in 
the English papers of the death of a man of 
the same name, who was also a vine-grower 


at St. Remy. He could not recollect, how- 
ever, where he died. This conversation was 
repeated tu Mr. Lyneh, who immediately 
took steps to ascertain the truth of the 
Statement. After advertising, Mr. Lynch 
IFNALLY BEGAN CORRESPONDENCE 
with Mr. M. H. Vallette, a lawyer at Avig- 
non, from whom he received a letter, paying 
that Mr. Dunlap had disappeared from his 
hotel at St. Remy, in 1832, and; not appear- 
ing in a certain number of years, the public 
administrator had taken possession of his 
estate.

Another 
letter sent to Mr. Lynch’s lawyer said that 
the writer had known Mr. Duniap, whose 
property at St. Remy was valued at $2,000,- 
000. Mr. Lynch told a World reporter ye;- 
terday that he was ready to go to France at 
&moment’s notice, and was only awaiting 
later advices from his lawyer. “Iam in no 
hurry,” he added. “Mr. Vallette doesn’t 
want anything from me until he puts me in 
possession of the property. Then he will 
zet ten per cent. Mr. Duniap had a sister in 
reland, and both she and her children are 
now alive, and they, of course, will come in 
for their share.”’

Maurice Sullivan Tells His Sorrowful Tale—A 
Widow, with Children as Old as Himself, 
Forces Him to Marry—The Part Played by 
a Pistol and a Coupe.

New York, July 17.—Maurice Sullivan 
has begun suit in the Supreme Court to have 
his marriage with his wife, Sophia, declared 
null. The case has been referred to Mr. Al- 
fred E. Albers, before whom the hearing was 
begun last week. Sullivan, on March 21 last, 
was married to Mrs. Séphia Healy. He is 
about twenty-three years old, is a little man, 
and looks iike a boy. The widow Healy was 
forty-four years old, and weighed nearly 
200 pounds. .She is the mother of five chil- 
dren. The oldest is two years younger than 
her husband, and the youngest is eight years 
old. She appeared in the referee’s office 
with several friends, one of whom was with 


her as a witness of her marriage. Sullivan’s 
complaint alleges that 
HIS WIFE GOT HIM DRUNK 

and married him without his knowl- 
edge and against his will. Mrs. Sul- 
livan’s answer says that the marriage 
was made when both parties were sober 
and that he consented thereto, that it fol- 
lowed the usual engagement, and that Sulli- 
van lived with her as her husband for three 
days after the marriage. Sullivan testified 
in his own behalf that he had been ac- 


4 quainted with Mrs. Healy three years before 


he married her. He wasa frequent visitor 
ather home. He always left the house 
drunk. On the night of March 20 he was 
there from nine o’clock until four o’clock 
the next morning. He and another man and 
Mrs. Healy drank two bottles of 1ye whisky. 
The other young man went away ag be- 
sides. At3:30 in the morning Mrs. Healy 
told him 
HE MUST MARRY HER 
or she would kiil him. She said she would 
call for him witha coupe in the after- 
noon at the store. He left the house, 
drunk as usual, at four o’clock. He got to 
lis bed at 5:30 a. m., and at 6:10 a; m. arose 
and went to his place of business. He took 
several drinks during the day to brace his 
nerves. At four o’clock in the afternoon, a 
coupe with the present Mrs. Sullivan and an- 
other woman in it came after him. He put 
them off for half an hour on a plea of busi- 
ness. Then, beingin fear of his life, be- 
cause it had been indicated to him that a 
pistol had been brought along, he. got into 
the carriage. His only recollection of what 
subsequently happened was; that they stopped 
one or more times for drinks, On the morn- 
ing of the 22d he woke up to find himself a 
married man. He went to his place of busi- 
ness, and returned at night to her house, 
and in the presence of her children asked 
Mrs. Sullivan to release him. Instead of do- 
ing so, he says, 
SHE COMPELLED HIM BY FORCE 

to remain in the house that —_ The next 
two days he went to work as before, and re- 
turned to his wife each night, and was each 
time forcibly compelled to remain. On 
March 25 he did not return. Two days later 
she came down to the store in the Astor 

ouse. He says he went with her toa Bar- 
clay street saloon for a drink, and then she 
took him by the arm and walked him to a 
saloon in Third avenue. There she offered 
to let him go if he would give her $500. 
When they got on a street car in Third av- 
enue she let go his arm, andheran. She got 
off the car and ran after him, shouting 
“Stop, thief.” A policeman stopped him 
and delivered him over to her. She 
tried to shoot him, but he escaped 
down aside street. Sullivan admitted, on 
cross-examination, that he had been able to 
cut three suits of clothes on the day he was 
married. Max Steinert, who appeared for 
Mrs. Sulliyan, said that his client would 
bring the woman who accompanied her ip 
the ans onthe day of her marriage to 
swear that Sullivan was not only sober, but 
was anxious for the ceremony to goon. The 
preacher who performed the ceremony 
would testify that 

SULLIVAN W4S SOBER. 

So would other witnesses. Mrs. Sullivan 
says that Sullivan knew she had prepeesy 
worth $15,000. On the morning of the 25t 
of March, she says, up to which date all had 
gone well since their marriage, he asked her 
tor $2,000. “If he had only had the patience 
to wait alittle while, I would have given 
him everything I had, but when he was so 
fresh, | was suspicious.

LONDON, July 17.—In the House of Lords 
this afternoon Granville stated thaton the 
grounds of expediency he justified the agree- 
ment made by the Government with De 
Lesseps, whose absolute monopoly of the 
vower to construct the canai across the 
isthmus was nos admitted in the negotia- 
tions. 

Salisbury said he was surprised to hear 
that the concession to De Lesseps gave him 
power to bar a passage between the two 
seas. He argued that neither the Sultan nor 
the Khedive was competent tomake such a 
grant.

Sergeant McKay, of the First Sutherland 
regiment, was the victor. 

‘Three targets have been assigned to the 
Americans tor the International match and 
three to the British. ‘The names of the 
twelve men who will compose the American 
team will be announced on Friday, the day 
the match begins.

‘Run in the ramblers,” was the order 
left by the various po!ice captains to the ser- 
geants in churge of the platoons last night. 
To most people this is an unintelligible man- 
date, but it was understood by tne police of- 
ficers without further explanation. 

“Come along with me,” said Sergeant 
Bree, of the Central Disirict, ‘“‘and let me 


introduce you to some of the ramblers.’’ The 
Sergeant and the reporter left the Four 
Courts shortly after the night platoons had 
been stationed about the city. The moon 
was hidden by ily ing clouds, but now and 
then shone out clearly, causing the officer to 
remark: ‘“This is a daisy night to get 
them.” Washington Park, diagonally across 
from the Four Courts, was entered from 
the Twelfth street gate, and was apparently 
deserted, a fact remarked by the reporter. 
“QO, they are here,” said the Sergeant, but 
they are like poisoned rats—sure to be found 
near water. Let us walk up to the fountainand 
see if we can’t scare uP a flock or two.”’ ‘The 
officer covered his shield and sliding his 
club up into his coat-sieeve, walked directly 
upon a gang of wale ramblers. Each 
occupied one half a bench, leaving bis feet 
to dangle down and pillowing his head ona 
shoe, cushioned with an old slouch hat 
or some other article of mearing apparel 
spread over a brick. 

“Hard times boys,” remarked Sergeant 
Bree, in his own and only comical style. 

“Yes, they are,’ replied one of the 
crowd, who did not discover’ that 
his new acquaintance was an. 
officer. “It’s a hustle now for grub, 
you bet yer life.” Atthis pointin the con- 
versation one of his “‘pals” gave him “the 
office,’’ and he suddenly sublided, and, slid- 
ing on his shoe, 

FOUND BUSINESS IN ANOTHER LOCALITY. 
As he was leaving, two others called to him 
and made his departure an excuse 
for their own escape. Within a _ few 
minutes the benches were clear and the 
lame forgot to halt or the blind to grope in 
the hurry to gestout of reach of the blue 
coats. “These dre all new ones. Let's go 
over to Missouri Park and see what Officer 
Bob Jaques has been doing for Judge Jecko. 
They are _ just athering, Sergeant,” 
said the officer, making an informal report 
of the situation to his superior officer. 

At the suggestion of the officers the re- 
porter undertook an exploration, having re- 
ceived information thata crowd of female 
rainblers were congregated on the St. Charles 
street side. Passing this place noone could 
beseen, but alow buzz of conversation was 
wafted into the street by the midnight 
breezes. The park watchman was notin 
sight, and in a few minutes the re- 
porter was standing in. front of a group 
of the most dejected-looking ragged wo- 
men. 

“Good evening,”’ said the reporter. 

“Good even’. Gi’ uSadime to get a can 
0’ beer,”’ was the prompt respopse to the 
salutation. 

The dime was given and the group arose 
like unto a single woman and started for a 
large tin can, which lay inthe grass about 
ten feet off. Instead ofa dispute as to who 
should go for the beer they were 
all anxious to start. “You don’t go, Mary 
Hallisy,” said an old crone, extending a skin- 
ny hand torestrain another woman. ‘Ye 
drank the stuff on last Lhursday night, an’ 
came here alyin’ and sayin’ you lost the 
dime in the sewer. You'll never go for no 
beer as longas I’ve got anything to say 
about it.”’ 

After much discussion and a consultation 
as to where the messengers would be likely 
to get the beer, a woman younger than the 
rest was started off with the can under her 
shawl, in company with 

A HARDENED OLD WOMAN, 
who swore in the most original manner. 

‘‘What are you doin’ out so late, young fel- 
ler?” asked one of the women. 

‘Oh, I couldn’t sleep, solcame out fora 
walk.’ 

‘*?Pon me soul, I could sleep if I had any 
place to sleep. I’ve got to go to work at four 
.o’clock, but I’m up here gassing to these old 
women like as if I never had to work.” 

‘“‘What work do you have to do?’ 

“Oh, I scrub out two saloons every morn- 
ing. The nigger porter gives me the job and 
pays me enough to get a meal an’ gives ine 
a couple o’ drinks in the morning just'about 
the time I need ’em purty bad,”’ 

“Do ali these women work?” 

“No; some of these old hags ‘ud starve 
afore they’d do a day’s work to keep from it. 
I used to have a room, but I couldn't get any 
work fora month so Il had to sell my stove 
and bed, and I ain’t got enough together 
since to start housekeeping again, so I’ve got 
to stay out wish these old crones all night.” 
The arrival of the officers cut short the dia- 
logue and the crowd was scattered in short 
order. 

“Let’s go down towards the lumber yards 
and see what kind of acrowd there is there.”’ 
The yards near the Union Depot were visited 
and as the officer took up his stand near the 
curb and rapped his club a_ half 
a dozen young men sneaked off of the 
lumber stacked against the fenee and with- 
out asking any quesvions departed well satis- 
fied that they were notarrested for taking 
up quarters without the permission of the 
owners. 

“Where do these 
ter time, sergeant?’ 

‘‘Well, mavy of them are wise enough to 
make sowe provision for that weather. 
The men wanage to steal into the 
hulls of the wharves — the 
river when the private watchman is not 
looking and build themselves a bed over the 
bilge water. Others of them hang around 
the rolling-mills and iron-works and sleep in 
the warm corners of these places. ‘The pro- 
prietors of the Helmbacher forge, in the 
Second district, are continually annoyed,and 
in making the raids on this place as high as 
forty or fifty tramps have been taken from 
the buildings and around the furnaces.

TO-MORROW 


At Noon, New York Time, the 
Telegraphers Will Strike. 

The Tickers will Cease All Over the Coun- 
try Unless the Western Union Accedes 
to the Demands of the Brotherhood— 
Both Sides Preparing for the Inevitable. 


Thereis no reason to believe that the 
Western Union Telegraph Company will ac- 
cede in any particular to the demands of the 
brotherhood of telegraph operators, and the 
“strike” will occur to-morrow. An active 
member of the brotherhood said this morn- 
ing that the conference between General 
Eckert and the executive committee was 
not fully reported by the associated press. 
*The committee was not to be baulked by 
Eckert’s bluff about the signatures of dis- 
satisfied employes although they must 
have been surprised when he took that 
quibbling stand. General Eckert knows 


as well as anybody else, of the existence of 
the brotherhood, and he knew that the com- 
mittee had full power to act. To Dreparea 


petition bearing the names of the dissatis- 


fiel employes would be a work of great la- 
bor, and there being no necessity for such a 
document, the committee was not long in 
making up its mind to refuse to have it made 

. They then notified Mr. Eckert that 
forty-eight hours’ time to consider the bill of 
grievances would be allowed the company, 
and a failure to accede would precipitate a 
general strike. 

THE PROGRAMME AGREED UPON 
is as follows:. ‘The. operators WUI con- 
tinue at work until the signal is received.’ 
At precisely noon in New York City the 
operators will all leave their keys, put on 
their coats and quietly leave the building. 
Simultaneously in every office east of the 
Rocky Mountains operators will do the same 
thing. 
FOR INSTANCE IN ST. LOUIS, 
the operators will quit work at 11:05, allow- 
ing for the fifty-five minutes difference in 
time between here and New York. The men 
will make no demonstration. Some of them 
will escort ladies from the building, for they 
are as enthusiastic as any of the 
men in the movement. Withiu five 
ininutes there will not be a _ striking 
operator in the vicinity of the office. ‘That 
policy will be pursued throughout the coun- 
try. Idle assemblages are positively pro- 
hibited, and particular care will be taken not 
to gather near the office at any time during 
the strike. A hall has been selected in each 
city where a daily business meeting will be 
held. There will positively be no parading, 
or mass meetings or other public demonstra- 
tion, and every effort will be made to. pre- 
vent the younger and wilder men of the 
craft from getting drunk or in any 
manner bringing discredit on the movement. 
On the occasion of the strike of 1870 we had 
that element to contend against, and they 
did much towards bringing the strike into 
disrepute. This is not an enthusiastic, sud- 
den matter. 
OUR MEN HAVE BEEN QUIETLY PREPAR- 
ING 
for this action since January 1st. Manager 
Brown is credited with saying that we will 
not be able to hold out two weeks; that our 
necessities will drive us back to work. He 
is mistaken. We can hold out for 
ten weeks at least. We are backed 
by the Knights of Labor, the strongest or- 
ganization of the kind ever known, and 
when our own resources fail, its members 
wili each contribute 10 cents ger week to the 
support of the cause, which Wul make about 
$10 per week for each family and $5 for each 
single man. Many of our men who have 
been living in houses for which they “eames 
$25 to $30 per month, have moved into three 
rooms at $12 to $15 per month, have quietly 
laid in provisions, and are prepared to wait 
until the clouds roll by.” 

“What do you think of Manager 
Brown’s claim that he will have no trouble 
in securing a sufficient force of operators?’ 

‘‘He knows better. He has oniy to fall 
back upon a lot of broken-down oid  oper- 
ators who have been working for the com- 
pany for twenty or twenty-five years, and 
who are now enjoying sinecures, and a lot 
of those 

SO-CALLED TELEGRAPHERS 
fromthe colleges. One good operator is 
worth twenty of them. A merchant who 
would entrust one of them with a message 
ordering 100 barrels of flour need not be 
surprised to learn that fifty kegs of nails are 
on the way, subject to his order.” 

‘But will the railroad operators not com 
to their aid?” 

“I think not. All the good railroad oper- 
ators are members of the brotherhood. This 
morning five of them came to the city and 
appiied for work at the Western Union. Be- 
fore ten o’clock we had them initiated in the 
brotherhood, That is the way we are doing, 
making recruits right along.” 

A TELEGRAPH OPERATOR 
on ’Change, who is ‘prominently connected 
with the brotherhood; when questioned this 
morning as to the condition of affairs, said: 

‘We hope there will be no trouble between 
the Western Union and the operators, but 
should it come to the worst we are fully pre- 
pared to meet any emergency. This strike 
has been under consideration since last Jan- 
uary, when fifty delegates, representing 
9,000 operators, met in convention at Chica- 
go to consider the advisability of presenting 
this bill of grievances. After a five days’ 
session, during which all points were thor- 
oughly discussed, it was decided to present 
the bill on Juty 16. In the meantime the or- 
ganization was to be perfected and strength- 
ened. Ten organizers were appointed at a 
salary of $100 each and expenses per month 
for the purpose of canvassing the country 
and initiatigg all operators who desired to 
join the association. The organizers have 
founded 
A LOCAL ASSEMBLY OF THE BROTHERHOOD 
in almost every town or city in the country 
where ten or ..0re operators were employed. 
They have done their work well and cur rolls 
now showa membership of over 14,000. I 
have a telegram here from our representative 
in New York saying over a thousand oper- 
ators have Deen initiated inthe past three 
days. We are entirely in the hands of our 
executive board, in-whom we have perfect 
confidence,and we shall obey any instructions 
they may issue. Should a strike be ordered 
we will quietly withdraw from the offices, 
retire to our homes and await developments. 
We mean to be temperate and gentiemanly 
and shail do allin our puwer to merit the 
good will of the public.

MILWAUKEE, July 17.—The press com- 
ments here relating t> the threatened strike 
of telegraphic operators, while kindly 
in tone to the operators, are in opposi- 
tion to such &® movement, - whieh 
is regarded as unwise and unwarranted 
The Times says: “To this aspect of the case 
the ‘Times desires, in ail friendliness, 
to invite the attention of the Telegraphers’ 


Brotherhood. All who are at all familiar. 
with the history of strikes know that suc- 
céss in strikes against employers of abund- 
ant meaus and determination, has rarely, if 
ever, been achieved. The common course 
of such efforts has led toa great loss 
and often to great suffering among the 
strikers, andto the ultimate resumption 
of work when permitted to resume at rates 
affording no recompense for the sacrifice. 
With none but the kindest feeling for the 
operators now threatening to _ strike, 
and without entering at all into 
the merits of their controversy, 
with the telegraphic companies, the ‘limes 
is constrained to believe that, admitting that 
the worst thatcan be reasonably predicted 
in the way of inconvenience t» the business 
community, and of the loss to 
the cOmpanies the only really 
irreparable damage that ‘can result from the 
coining suspension of work will be to the op- 
erators themselves.’ Thev propose to throw } 
away earnings amounting.to from $10,000 
to $20,000 a day, more or iess, and even if their 
utmost demands should be conceded to in 
the end, the increase of pay they ask would 
hardly in a year make good the amount 
they will lose in a month ‘The 
situation and its probable outcome 
deserve caim and judicial consider- 
ation, which there is: some reason to fear 
the mass of the operators have not yet given 
it. 


An Answer To-Morrow. 

New York, July 17.—The Herald edi- 
torially says of the threatened strike of the 
Brotherhood of Telegraphers that although 
their petition is couched in respectful terms, 
it leaves the impression of asking too much, 
It requests that a day’s work be made eight 
instead of nine hours, and a night’s work | 
seven instead of eight hours, a reduction of 
one-ninth in one case and one-cighth in the 
other. At the same time it wants all wages’ 
increased fifteen per cent, irrespective of 
age, skill or the position of operator, besides 
extra compensation for Sunday work. The 


real effect of these demands will be best 
illustrated by anexample: A day operator 
receives, Say $75 per month; or, counting 
nine hours to a day and six days to a week, 
about thirty-five cents per hour. Under the 
roposed rate the monthly wages will be 
B56 25. Day work will be eight hours during 
six days in the week, or about forty-five 
cents per hour, an actual increase of more 
than twenty-seven per cent. In regard to 
the wheatstone operators an increase of 
sixty-five per cent is demanded for them. On 
the whole it may be doubted whether the 
operators have presented a strong case. 
That evils exist cannot be questioned, but 
ae will not be remedied by the course 
aken. 

The Executive Committee of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company will meet to- 
morrow, and the petition of the operators 
will’then be brought to their consideration, 
One of the officers of the company said to- 
day that it was impossible to say what 
action would be taken. ‘The general opinion 
was fhat the demand wag excessive and un- 
reasonabie. No action has yet been taken by 
the Mutual Union, the American, the Rapid 
or the Baltimore and Ohio companies.

Origin and Workings of the Ex- 
press Companies. 
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The Vast Amount of Goods They Handle 
—War Reminiscences—The Local Ex- 
press Companies. 


No other city in the world is furnished 
with better or more complete transportation 
facilities than is the city of St. Louis. Geo- 
graphigally occupying the center of the 
country, it lays superior claims to supremacy 
as the nucleus of railroad, river and manu- 
facturing interests, unapproached by ‘any 
of her sister cities. Particularly may this 
be said to be true with regard to the facilities 
furnished for the transportation of the vast 
commerce that daily goes out and comes into 
the city by express. A Post-DisPaTou re- 
porter recently made a detour of several 
prominent offices of the various companies 
docated in this city, and, by “standing 
around,” looking on and occasionally asking 
a question or two of somebody, gleaned a 
few facts and figures that may prove of in- 
terest to the general reader. 

THE HISTORY OF NORTH AMERICA, 
and especially that part of it which 
has the “biggest” waterfalls, rivers, 


mountains and lakes, known as_ the 
United Siates, teems with the successful 
undertaking of vast and original enterprises, 
many of them having their inception in ex- 
tremely modest ventures, with more pluck 
and perseverance than capital to start them, 
and with more persistence and “‘grit’’ to keep 
them going than influence and ‘“backing’’— 
none commencing with less pretension and 
attaining greater magnitude than the busi- 
ness known as the Express service. 
ITS INCEPTIGN. 

Previous to 1850, the express business was 
an extremely limited affair, being almost ex- 
clusively confined to the territory adjacent 
to the city of New York, and extending only 
as far as Boston and Philadelphia. Adams 
& Co. had a monopoly of the business, hav- 
ing purchased Harnden’s express, which was 
the first to commence the business. To 
Harnden belongs the credit of introducing 
the system into the country.

“top seat” of sa stage-coach, a,carpet-bag 
serving as a receptable for vaMables and 
small packages. These carpet-bags were 
filled with notes for collection, jewelry,laces, 
trinkets, coin and bank-notes, all requiring 
rapid transportation and quick delivery, the 
charges realized on the entire contents prob- 
ably netting a few dollars only. The men 
who had this busin@ss in charge were level- 
headed and energetic. The same qualifica- 
tions were necessary then for the successful 
transportation of yoods and valuables, on 
the pari of the messenger as are now requi- 
site for .the proper transaction of the busi- 
ness;each man had to be possessed of an 
iron nerve, astrong and active physique and 
an intelligent mind. Since the organization 
of the Adams Express Company the 
EXPRESS BUSINESS HAS GROWN 

to be a colossal affair,covering every railroad, 
stage line, coast and river route throughout 
the United States and Canada. It is pe- 
culiarly and essentially an American insti- 
tutioa, extending its ramifications to every 
hamlet, and with the telegraph and railway,

The character of the express business is 
diversified in the extreme. Everything is 
carried,from a bottle of patent medieine toa 
pig in a box or a Burro, from a jug of whisky 
toa 1,000 pound chest of fresh beef.

5 AS IT EXISTS, 
is an important and desirable factor in the 
commerce of the world. _ 1t could not be dis- 
pensed with.

system. What merchant would do without 
that? Financial failures have wrecked many 
corporations and mercantile’and banking es-

ence has been made to the “express system”’ 
of the country more particularly with regard 
it as an entirety than an institution with 
Many separate and distinct heads and names.

different in some minor respects. Operating 
as they do over vast systems of rallway

their business assumes a magnitude 
Unrivaled by ahy organization in the world. 

lata tremendous tonnage is involved can 
Only be feebly surmised until one goes and 
Witnesses the heavy train-loads of fruit, 
Vegetables, merchandise and valuables load- 
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this city. Anemploye of one of the com- 
panies doing business here, recently recount- 
ed to the reporter a list ofa “run” that was 
brought up on the Iron Mountain route from 
the South. ‘There was a fine-formed, sweet- 
looking girl of seventeen, a “genuine Mexi- 
can plug,” something over 1,000 boxes of 
fruit and vegetables, a heterogeneous lot of 
boxes, packages, empty beer kegs and meat- 
boxes, anda “big money run.” 

No city in the country enjoys greater ex- 
press privileges than the city of St. Louis. 
ét may be said that there are-but four lead- 
ing mempenics in the country competing 
| with each other for the control of the ex- 
press business. These are the Adams, 
American, Pacific and United States, all of 
which have officesin the city, The first 
named is the oldest organization in the coun- 
try, the second named, the largest. It is 
computed that the total mileage of the 
American Express Company aggregates 

44,000 MILES, 
and that it has established agencies at more 
than 5,000 offices. Itis probably the most 
progressive of all its competitors, one of its 
recent ventures being the establishment of a 
money-order department, the rates being 
as low as, if not lower’ than, post-office 
orders, and with the advantage 
of a receipt being given, whichis bona fide 
evidence that reclamation will be allowed in 
case oferroron the part of the company. 
Money can also be ordered by telegraph 
through this company. The Adams Ex- 
press Company for years has had the exclu- 
sive privilege of carrying the Government’s 
money to and from the ‘Treasury Depart- 
ment at Washington and the United States 
mints. This valuable Contract yields them 
a splendid revenue annually, amanager and 
a large force of clerks being employed in the 
department for the transaction of this busi- 
ness, which is enormous, the sums carried in 
and out of the city running into 
MILLIONS -EVERY MONTH. 

There is a gentleman connected at present 
with the Pacitic Express Company in this

While 
this shipmeaot was an unusualiy heavy one, 
there were many more of a similar kind 
made during the war. 

Secrecy, which is half of the safety of the 
express business, could not be very easily 
maintained during the war, and trains 
heavily loaded with gold and bank notes 
were generally protected by sending trusty 
men along with the messengers as guards. 

WHAT A PICNIC 
the gueriJlas might have had, could they 
have “held up” the train that contained one 
of these immense shipments of treasure. But 


had not begun operations in the field of in- 
dustry in which he, ultimately, achieved 
evanescent fame and ready fortune.

Basham was killed by a member of the gang. 
Wood Hite accepted the inevitable when 
Dick Liddel ‘‘got the drop” on him. Jack 
Keene ‘‘pines away in a‘prison cell” ona 
fourteen years’ sentence. Andy McGuire 
“stretched hemp.” Dick Burns “lies mold- 
ering in the grave.’”’ Ol Shepherd was 
forced to the conclusion that ‘“‘time makes 
things even,” when he was shot by detec- 
tives at Lee’s Summit. Jones and Chiles 
argued several little matters about the merits 
of certain horses in their possession, ‘‘pulled 
their guns” and expired at the same time. 
Pinkerton captured Arch. Clements and he 
was killed trying to getaway. Jim Ander- 
son was shot down in the_beauty of his 
young and savage manhood. Bill Anderson 
and Jim Inman ‘“‘went to grass” and stayed 
there, each having had more lead 
pumped into his body than he could hold up 
under. And now, with one or two only: of 
the old gang left, we may look for a pretty 
long rest from the cowardly attacks on ex- 
ress trains and country banks. The “‘back 
one’”’ of the outlaws has been broken. Some 
of the losses of express companies have been 
very heavy, notably those of Welis, Fargo 
& Co. in the extrenie west. There are cases 
on record where the losses by robbery at one 
time aggregated half amillion, but there are 
no claims paid more readily than those 
brought against the express companies. 

In the city, perhaps the Pacific Express 
Company does the heaviest business, which 
is accounted for inthe fact that this compa- 
ny operates over the two. largest sys- 
tems of railway in the West, viz.: the Mis- 
souri Pacific and Wabash. They employ 
over two hundred men in their service and 
between thirty-five and forty wagons. 

Other companies represented in the city are 
the Southern, Texas, and Ohio and Missis- 
sippi, the last named being a railroad ex- 
press.

TAMMANY MOLLIFIED. 

The New York Star is the personal organ 
of Mr. Joun KELLY and Mr. Joun KELLY 
is the personification of Tammany, The 
hostile attitude which Mr. KELLy has as- 
sumed toward Mr. TitpEeN for the last ten 
years is tolerably well known to the country. 
A reference to the histery of the St. Louis 
Convention of 1876 and the Cincinnati Con- 
vention of 1880 will show how Mr. KELLy 
has hitherto regarded the Sage of Greystone. 

Less than amonth ago Mr. KELLy’s or- 
gan, the Star,was engaged in flaying Mr. T1L-

Atthe conclusion of 
his lengthy and carefully conceived article 
the editor of the Star said; 

If Mr. Hendricks meant all he said in that last 
interview, Mr. Tilden’s supplementary action in 
bringing the whole question forcibly before the 
party must be accepted af its true significance. It 
means that the old ticket stands waiting for a 
sign of Demotratic recognition and approval. We 
are assured through Mr. Tilden’s accredited 
friend in the Times that there is to be no literary 
bureau, no eorrespondents’ staff, no persona) ef- 
forts and few, if any, of the old elements that 
composed the working machinery of the campaign 
of 1876, . It is to be a canvass of simple historical 
justice asfarasthe candidates are concerned. 
The vitai question of polivical expendiency is left 
wholly to the discretion of the party itself. It is 
reasonable to expect that no influence will be left 
unutilized - by the friends of Mr. Tilden to secure 
his renomination a year hence,’ And if, after re- 
viewing the situation, such a renomination be 
then deemed advisable by the National Conven- 
tion, as we have said, no Democrat has a right to 
object. 

The tone of this indicates that Mr. 
KELLY has been mollified. It indicates also 
that the movement in behalf of the “old 
ticket” is moving.

Sv. Louts; July 17, 1883, 

To the§Editor of the Post-Dispaten: 
In your issue of yesterday, under the heading 
*Krum Vindicated,” there eecurs some inaccura- 
cies whieh need correction. Inthe first place, 
in the preceedings inthe Probate Court yester- 
day there was no discussion, and I think no aHu- 
sion to Judge Krum’s general aqministration of 
the Ford estate. The whole matter had been set-, 
tledl out of court by the counsel, who had ascer- 
tained and agreed upon the amount to be paid. 
There was, therefore, no “yindication” of the 
management, or any approval or disapproval 
thereef by the court. 
One matter only was eonsidered, viz.: The ac- 
tion of Judge Krum in entering an appearanee to 
a suit in Chicago, gnd as to this the court ex- 
pressed the opinion that he had aeted wisely, and 
all parties agreed that the result must be sdvant- 
Spoons to the estate rather than- otherwise. 

his matter was called up at the instance 
of the Publie Adminisirater, ad for the 
urpose of drawing out the opinioi® of the court 
or his guidance. 

But the article in question contains this state- 
ment: It will be remembered that during Judge 
Krum’s recent absence from the city Mr. Jolin G. 
Chandler, as counsel for the heirs of Mr. Ford, 
publicly charged that vudge Krum had made false 
settlements; that he failed to account for funds in 
his possession belonging to the estate.” 

Whatl did say was, that on their face Judge 
Krum’s settlements were false, instaucing a par- 
ticular item of personality represented dy the 
settlements to be on hand eight or nine years 
after the property had been sold. This statement 
was literally true, and the imatter therefore was 
not referred to in any manner im -yesterday’s pro- 
epedings. The fact is Judge Krum had made ex- 
planations in regard to that,and had included the- 
amount of the funds derived from this personalty, 
with interest, in his setslement agreed upon out 
of court, as I have “Above shown, and the court, in 
yesterday’s proceedings, had nothing to do there- 
wilh, but simply accepted the settlement prof- 
fered and assented to by the parties interested. 

Ihave no doubt that the inaceuraeies aboye 
pointed eut were unintentional on the part of the 
Pos?-DisPATCcH, and that you will be enly teo 
glad to make this correction.

Reminiscenees of President Lincoln— 
His Power as a speaker. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispateh. 

BLOOMINGTON, ILL., July 16.—While 
lounging ina Bloomington hotel last even- 
ing lchanced to meet with an old and inti- 
mate friend of Abraham Lincoln, and, after 
discussing politics in general, the conversa- 
tion turned to the earlier times, when the 
young politicians were Jaying the founda- 
tion for their national greatness. These 
were men who did much for the Republican 
party. Speaking of Lincoln, the old pioneer 
remarked: “I remember well the time when 
I first methim. The Circuit Court was in 
session and quitea number of lawyers were 
in attendance from different parts of the 
State. I was particularly struck with a long, 
loose-jointed man about forty-eight years of 
age, dressed in very plain old-fashioned 
clothes without any pretentions to style or 
fit. On his head he wore an old-fashioned 
stove-pipe hat that looked rather the worse 
for wear. His hair was black and coarse and 
it looked as though it had mueh attention. 
His complexion was sallow. He had an in- 
tense, serivus look out of ‘a/pair of mild gray 
eyes. Heshambled about the court-room 
and appeared to be on familiar terms with 
everybody, ineluding ex-Senator David Da- 
vis, Who was the judge on the circuit at that 
time. Lasked one of the by-standers who 
he was, and he replied it was ‘Honest Abe 
Lineoin from Springfield.’ He said, although 
he jgoked rather rough and-uncouth, he’ was 
one of the ablest iawyers in illinois. He was 
unknown out of Illinvis at that time. I 
heard him in one or two unimportant cases 
during couct, and was struck with his 
clearness of statement. He had the knack of 
divesting the law of all technicaiities and 
making itso plain that the—most i 


could understand, and there, in my o@Mfion, 
the real souree of his “pow- 
er as a statesman. He had his 
little story to tell, and it was always to 
the point. Asa storyteller, he was without 
arival at thatday. His story left no sting, 
as even those at whose expense they were 
told of laughed atthe point. In June, 1856, 
ihe firs: Kepublican State convention was 
heid in Bicomingten. There was intense ex- 
citement all over the State in regard to the 
outrages in Kansas, and the slavery question 
was red hot. ‘Lhe cali of the convention was 
to all who were opposed to the extension of 
slavery, irrespective of party. It brought 
together a very large crowd, some of the 
abiest men of the-State being in attendance, 
but with no particular policy. There were a 
large number of radical Abaolitionists, headed 
by Owen Lovejoy and others, who were ree- 
ognized as men of ability and oratorieal pow- 
ers. ‘There was ex-Gov. John M. Paimer, 
who has eut quite a figure in politics since 
that time. He was elected president of the 
conyention. He hada lately left the Democratic 

arty on account of the Douglas Nebraska 

ill,and he still retained some of his conserva- 
tive Democratic prejudices against the Ab- 
olitionists. There was Senator Browning of 
Quincy, an old and intimate friend of Lin- 
coin, a high-toned, old-fashioned Henry Clay 
Whig, with all of a Kentuckian’s prejudices 
against the Abolitionists. And there was 
Leng John Wentworth of Chicago, whe had 
represented ‘that city in Congress, and who 
was up to all the tricks of a veteran pol- 
itician; and Norman B. Judd was there, and 
he worked on the Wentworth pian. ‘There 
was Dick Yates, in the fiush of his earijy 
manhvod,who became in after years Lilinois’ 
celebrated war Governor; and most conspic- 
uous among them I noticed the tall form of 
Abraham Lincoln, dressed identically as 
when I first saw nim. He appeared perfectly 
at his ease, but 1 noticed that he kept a 
sharp eye upon the procedings. ‘The fight 
was on the ‘resolutions. The radicals, 
led by Lovejoy, gvere for strong dec- 
larations on the silavéry question, the 
conservatives, led by Browning, were for 
conservative resolutions. The convention 
was nearly equally divided in ability and 
numbers, and was on the eve of get.ing into 
a wrangle when Mr, Lincoln arose: Ali of 
his awkwardness left him as soon as he stood 
up in the convention and it appeared to me 
at the time he was seven feet high. He made 
one of the most effective speeches4 ever lis- 
tened to. All of their differences were set- 
tied, aud they formed a platitorm which was 
acceptable to all parties. I heard hii in his 
debate at Charleston, Lliineis, with Douglas 
in 1858, but his eftfert at Blcomington far 
surpassed that, and it madean impression 
upon nie which time has not effaced. As I 
said before, his great ability lay in his clear- 
ness of statement, and his divesting his sub- 
ject of all fine spun theories and technicali- 
ties and coming to the issue at once in what 
seemed to be the most peewee: and common- 
sense way. I think in that respect he excelied 
all our modern statesmen. He did nothing 
for show, but all for us.”

been drunk, but had fell from the wagon 
owing to an accident, and he therefore dis- 
charged her. Owing to the absence of Ser- 
vant Fox and Officer Farley the cases of 
Herman Keirgorer aud Thomas Norman, 
who were also charged with being drunk on 
the str «t, were continued until to-morrow, 
They vere in the spring wagon at the time 
of the accident, and had bp out riding 
with Kitty frem nine until twelve o'clock

Sketches of the Famous Midgets 
of the World. 
I ES ee 
Diminutive Manikins who have Achieved 
Notoriety—The Dwarf Hudsen—A Long 

List of Miniature Prodigies. 


The unexpected death of the most wonder- 
ful dwarf of modern times will eause Jen- 
kins’ kettle to bojl afresh. The apotheca- 
ries of midget loreare momentarily smitten 
with biographic sketches of Tom Thumb, 
Bebe Colobri and Coppernin, and euriously 
watching the shadows they have cast on the 
walis of human history. Individuals of the 
human race, whose height is much less than 
the average of their race, have always in fact 
been regarded with more or less of public 
curiosity. Tne singular profligacy of nature 
in the production of these masterly eccen- 
tricities, causes many a half-witted pbilos- 
opher te seratch his dome of thought, and 
wonder what joke nature will perpetrate 
next. One of the fmost singular facts at- 
tending such a phenomena is the 


fully developed nervous system which 
almost always accompanies the gen- 
eral and uniform arrest of physical 
growth. The ancients believed not 
only in dwarfs and midgets of romanti¢ 
minuteness, but in nations of them, Aristo- 
tle, the greatest naturalist of aucient times, 
declared the undoubted existence. of a mi- 
nute race of men with minute horses, which 
lived in eaves washed by the waters of the 
Nile. Arisvotie’s statement would have 
much weight in determining the controversy 
if the philosopher at that time had not been 
in love, It is said that at the time He worte 
his treatise on dwarfs he was lifting his 
prayers to the altar of maiden affection, the 
lady promising to listen tohimif he would 
grant her request. The terms being accepted, 
she commanded him to go on ajl fours, and 
putting a bridle in his mouth, mounted on 
his ack and rode him around 
the room. A_ philosopher in such 
a predicament is scareely nit, 
philosophically speaking, to write on dwarfs, 
still Pliny corroborates the dwarf statements 
of Aristotle by giving an accurate detailed 
account ef these Niisian liliputians and de- 
scribing their exact geogruphjcal location. 
Philetas, a poet, contemporary with Hippo- 
crates, was so diminutive that he was obliged 
to bailast himseif with Jead to avoid being 
blown away by the wind. 

Probably one of the most remarkable 
dwarfs of modern times was 

SIR GEOFFREY HUDSON, 
with whom our readers of ‘Peverill of the 
Peak” are already well acquainted. Up to 
the age of thirty bis height was only eighteen 
inches, From that age he shot up like a Ke- 
publican. candidate until he reached the 
height of three feet nine inches. He was 
said to have a head of very large phrenologi- 
eal dimensions and hands of unusual size. 
He died at the age of sixty-three. 
COUNT JOSEPH BOROWLASKI, 

a awarf of such intellectual attainments 
that he wrote a brilliant histery of his 
own life, at 20 years of age was aniy 
2 feet 4 inches in height. He died at 
Bank’s cottage, near Durham, at the great 
age of 98, an age withouta parallel in the 
history of dwarfs, 

Nicholas Ferry, nicknamed Bebe, at birth 
measured 8 inehes and weighed less than 
a pound. At five years he weighed 9 
pounds 7 ounces and stood 22 inches high,

AN INVALID LEASE. 


The Cireuit Court Decides That The 
City Cannot Surrender a Street. 


Judge Lubke rendered a decision to-day in 
the case of William Glasgow, jr., and others 
against the Shickle, Harrison & Howard 
Iron Company, the City of St, Louis and 
others. This was a suit for an injunction to 
restrain the Shickle, Harrison & Howard 
lron Company from taking exclusive posses- 
sion of Papin street, between Twelfth and 
Thirteenth streeis, pursuant to ordinance 
No. 12,457. The first’ section of the 
ordinance provided thatso much of Papin 
street s lies between Twelfth 


and Thirteenth streets is vacated as a public 
sireet and the use thereof for twenty years 
is given to the owners of property abutting 
thereon, at the expiration of which time the 
proptrty embraced thereon sha!l revert to 
the city as a public theroughfare. The sec- 
ond section provided that the _ ordi- 
nance is not to take elfect until a strip of 
ground triangular in form, having a front of 
twenty teet on Gratiot street by a depth of 
one hundred and forty-five feet on Twelfth 
street, shall have been proper!y dedicated 
and surrendered tothe city for public use. 
The third and last section provided that it 
shall not take effect unless wituhin twenty 
days from the approval of the ordinance, the 
Shickle, Harrison & Howard lron Company 
shail pay into the City Treasury $2, and 
file a bond in the sum of $20,000, eouditioned 
that the ironc ompany shall save the city of 
St. Louis harmless from the payment of any 
costs by reason of vacating § said 
Papin Street. The decision reviews the tes- 
timony and then concludes: “No authority 
from the eity charter has been shown where- 
by the streets of the city may 
be leased out or a monoply of 
the use, thereof granted to certain 
selected persons. At thedate of this ordi- 
nance (March 27, 1885,) and four many years 
prior thereto, this Papin street existed as 
one of the estabiished publie streets of the 
city. It could not bein whole orin part 
destroyed and plaintiffs deprived thereof, ex- 


of its power to vacate streets. So long as it 
is retained asa highway the city has no right 
toapply it to other purposes, or to granta 
monopoly of its use. No matter how praise- 
worthy the particular case may 
be the duty of the city is the 
same. In the case at bar the 
city being without authority to lease out its 
streets, nevertheless, by this ordinunce, 
practically proposes to let out one laduck of 
this street tor twenty years for the consider- 
ation of $2,000 and to barter it for a triangu- 
lar strip of ground. Itseems to me that if 
this action may be upheld on the ground 
that the Municipal Assembly has plenary 
power in the premises, then an ordinance 
vacating for one or more ‘years any One of 
the most prominent streets of the city 
and graygting the exelusiye use of 
that to some  selectéd person could 
be upheld. That the Municipal Assembly 
doubted its authority todo what this ordi- 
nauce proposes is indicated by the require- 
ments of the last section, whereby the iron 
company are called upon to indemnify the 
city againsé ail elaims for damages. ‘Chere 
will be a decree for the plaintitis, making 
the injunction perpetual.

His nameis Wynryh 
and he is one of the Warm Spring tribe of 
Northern California and Oregon, employed 
by the Government as a scout and interpreter 
and is here ou pleasure. He was with Chicf 
Moses during the Medoe troubles and proved 
himself to be a faithful servant of the Gov- 
ernment. Hespeaks Engtsh, French and 
German very Well, besides six or seven Indi- 
an dialects. When asked where he acquired 
French and German, he answered: | 

“When the Modoc war was over I spent 
ten years traveling through the United 
States, England and several couutries of Eu- 
rope—a thing,” said he, drawing himself up 


proudly, “that none of my people ever before 
id. 


“What do you think of the Apache trouble 
and Gen, Crook’s campaiga?’ was the next 
question. 

“| know nothing about it, as I have not 
been down there, end up North we hear but 
little of the affairs in the South, but I sup- 
pose that the trouble started like all the 
troubles we have with white men.” 

“How is that?” 

“Just the same as it did with the Modocs. 
The Government always deals fair and sends 
supplies and gives us reservations, but itis 
the agen‘s and settlers that make the mfs- 
chief. When the Government sends us sup- 

lies the agents steal two-thirds and give us 

he remaihder, and the settlers get on our 
land and kili our cattle and do lots of other 
mean things,” and his black eyes flashed an 
indignant and dangerous fire. “It is just 
the same,” he continued, ‘as though some 
one was to stick yowin the ribs with pins; 
by and by you would fight, wouldn’t vou?” 

“Do you think there will ever be any more 
trouble with the Indians up there?’ was 
the next interrogation. 

“No, I don’t think there will be. Chief 
ee band and my tribe, the Warm Spring 

ndians, are friendly to your people, and the 
agents are acting fairly towards us. And as 
for what Modocs there are ieft, they are 
scattered all around in Northern California 
and Oregon and cannot raise force enough to 
make trouble, They are scattered like the 
papers in the streets,” continued he, point- 
ing toa lot of cheap advertisements flying 
around in the gutters. “There are lots of 
your folks think that the Warm Spring In- 
dians and Chief Moses’ band are of the same 
tribe, but they are not, Each have a lan- 
guage of their own and live apart. 

**Here,”’ continued he, producing a scrap 
of paper, “is something that 1 want you to 
tell your people I think is afaisehood.’” The 
scrap Was cut from some hewspaper and 
stated that Chief Moses had relinquished his 
claim to the Oregon reservation and had 
signed papers to that eifect, 

“Chief Muses told me before I came down 
here that he would never part with the land, 
as he hashis people, his family and many 
head of cattle there and it is his home. No, 
the paper speaks a lie.”’ 

. ae the Oregon Indians becoming civil- 
ized ?” 

“My tribe and Moses’ are. They farm, 
raise cattie, work and have homes, but the 
Modvocs (contemptuvously) don’t do anything 
but eatand lie around. They can’¢ fignt any 
wore. Almost all the tribes are increasing 
in numbers and live like white people. ‘Lhe 
Indians would not fight the white men if the 
agents would do what is right. Well, I’ve 
talked enough to you,” he bruke off abruptly. 
“Good by, | hope you will not teil any lies 
about me,” and with a friendly nod of the 
head, which shook out his long black locks, 
that Oscar Wilde might envy, he sirode up 
the street.
